Former Treasurer of Carpenters 
Reached City Yesterday, 


‘A Final Settlement of the Alleged 
Shortage Will Be Effected in 
Convention Today — Mc- 
Guire To Make a 
Statement. 


' P. J. McGuire, former secretary and 
‘treasurer of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, whose 
alleged shortage of $10,000 has occupied 
the attention of the convention for the 
past two days, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon at 4 o’clock. McGuire 
came unexpectedly. He proposes to make 
@ personal defense before the convention. 
Mr. McGuire was seen last night in 
his room at the Kimball House by a 
representative of The Constitution, but 
declined to make any statement regard- 
ing the matter. He stated that he does 
not desire to make any facts public 
until the whole matter has been laid be- 
fore the convention and that body has 
‘taken action. 
_ It is expected that the matter will be 
definitely settled today. From all indi- 
cations it will be allowed to blow over. 
McGuire's statement is expected tO cover 
the matter fully; and will no doubt be 
interesting. 

McGuire is a New Yorker, but at pres- 
ent resides in Camden, New Jersey. He 
Was suspended from his office as secre- 
tary and treasurer of the carpenters’ 
organization about a year ago on recum- 
mendation of the genera! executive 
board, and Frank Duffy, the present In- 
cumbent of the office, appointed to the 
place. McGuire was the founder of the 
brotherhood and has large numbers of 
staunch. supporters in the convention. 

Both sessions of the convention yester- 
day were occupied with a discussion of 
the alleged shortage. No afternoon ses- 
sion was held, but the convention was in 
session last night. It fs the intention of 
the convention to thoroughly ventilate 
ithe matter. and this accounts for its 
prolonged consideration. 

Bach of the five members of the genera! 
executive board made speeches yester- 
fay, giving their version of the trouble. 
General Secretary and Treasurer Duffy 
Also gave a detailed account of the af- 
fair, beginning with it at the time he was 
@ member of the executive board, and 
telling of the condition in which he found 
the office of secretary and treasurer 
when he assumed charge. Mr. Duffy be- 
gan speaking vesterday morning, but at 
the hour of adjournment, shortly after 
12 o’clock, he had not finished. He re- 
sumed his talk last night, and occupied 
almost the entire night session. 

Will Make Statement Today. 

MeGutre Was present in the convention 
hall last night and asked a number of 
questions relative to the matter. The 
convention decided to extend to him the 
privilege of the floor this morning, at 
which time he will make his statement. 
General President William D. Huber will 
also speak to the convention this morn- 
ing, giving all of the details and facts 
in his possession concerning the matter. 

It was announced last night that owing 
to the lengthy discussion of the McGuire 
case the convention will probably not 
conclude its deliberations and adjourn be- 
fore Wednesday or Thursday of next 
week. A number of important matters 
are yet to be considered and _ settled, 
among them being the election of officers, 
the selection of the next meeting place 
of the convention, and the selection of 
a location for the general headquarters 
of the brotherhood. 

The delegates were the guests yester- 
day afternoon of the local entertainment 
committee at a delightful barbecue at 
Brownwood. Special cars conveyed the 
party from the city to the grounds. The 
delegates report an enjoyable occasion.

Shrouder offered to 
pay for the Knife in order that his farm 
torce should not be interfered with at 
this time. Bundrick accused Shrouder 
of siding with the negroes. Shrouder said 
ne would meet Kundrick as soon as he 
could take his wife home. They then 
parted.

Bundrigk 
ether intentionally shot Mrs. Shrouder, 
or she was hit by stray buckshot from 
the load fired at her husbana. 

The shooting caused the horse to run 
away and Mrs. Shrouder and her hus- 
band were thrown in the road.

RUSSELL NOT I 
WUDLESHIP RACE 


Prominent Young Georgia Jurist 
Decides Not to Enter 


Judge Russell Declares That the Peo- 
ple of His Circuit Do Not Wish 
Him To Leave the Judge- 
ship of the Western 
Circuit. 


Judge R. B. Russell will not be a candi- 
date for the supreme bench. He makes 
this announcement through The Constitu- 
tioné this morning. 

Judge Russell had never formally an- 
nounced his candidacy: Still his name had 
been generally used in this connection 
and many of his friends have been work- 
ing actively for him for several weeks. 

He has been regarded as a very strong 
factor, as it was understood that north- 
east Georgia would give him a splendid 
vote. It has been stated that he would 
Carry practically every county in the 


seventh, eighth and ninth congressional 
districts. 

Judge Russel] states that he is in- 
fluenced in declining. to enter the race by 
many reasons. He declares the people of 
nis circuit wish him to accept the: nomi- 
nation of judge of the western circuit 
and he does not wish to precipitate a 
campaign upon them and that -he also 
has personal interests which will prevent 
his entering the race. 

One of the reasons given by Judge Rus- 
Sell for his declination is that he has 
found that many men were pledged to sup- 
port certain other candidates even before 
Justice Lewis had sent in his resignation. 

The refusal of Judge Russell to enter 
the race leaves it between Judge John 8S. 
Candler, of Atlanta, and Judge John C., 
Ross, of Macon. 

Judge Russell’s statement is as follows: 

“Winder, Ga., September 24, 1902.—To 
the People of Georgia: A.few days ago 
in response to what I hope was an hon- 
orable. ambition to serve your {Interests 
upon the supreme bench, and upon vol- 
untary assurances of support from numer- 
ous cjtizens and lawyers, of whose confi- 
dence any Georgian may well feel proud, 
I consented to allow the use of my name 
for the exalted position of associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court to succeed 
Judge Lewis. I was not unaware of the 
responsibilities of the position, and con- 
scious that in ripe scholarship perhaps I 
did not measure up to my ideal of a 
judge of the supreme court. But I thought 
mv temerity might be fcrgiven if the 
public, upon comparison with my op- 
ponents, found me worthy. And I knew 
I could at least consecrate to the state 
an honest heart and tireless industry in 
the search and attainment of the law 
and justice in every case. 

‘In entering the list I’ was of the opin- 
ion that the vacancy, and any canvas 
fill it, began with and dated from the 
resignation of Justice Lewis. I knew the 
time was short until the election and I 
erronecusly supposed it was no shorter 
for me than for any other aspirant. 

“Justice Lewis is a distinguished citi- 
zen of the section in which I have spent 
my whole life. I bad no thought of 
superceding him, And as his admirer and 
friend I hoped he would not resign, but 
that the state would be enabled to retain 
his valuable services for years to come. I 
certainly did not keep my ear to 
ground hoping to hear of his resignation 
while pushing the pen in anticipation 
thereof. Nor did any friend of mine. 
While I would feel honored above my 
deserts to occupy the station adorned 
by preeminent Georgians, living and dead, 
l do not think I have any quenchless 
thirst or insatiate hunger therefor to 
appease. I certainly neither intended to 
offer for two offices at once, nor to fill 
two at the same time, as has once or 
twice been done in recent Georgia his- 
tory. 

“Though my name has only ‘been 
before the public a few days, I have re- 
ceived testimmiials, all unsolicited, which 
ls! shall ever prize, though they are far 
apove my deserts, and hundreds of as- 
surances of support which 1 did not ex- 
pect, and I firmly believe that by an 
active campaign, if sucla be proper for 
this office, I could be elected. But I de- 
cline further to allow the use of my 
name. The following reasons are conclu- 
sive with me: 

“First, my fellow-citizens in my circult— 
lifelong friends to wnom I acknowledge 
a debt of gratitude for past kindness 
dating from my very boyhood—wil not con- 
sent that I decilen the nomination to my 
present position. This it had been my fixed 
purpose to do in advance of the election. 
These friends, while ready now to lend 
me the same enthusiastic support for

Ninth Regiment 1s Ordered Out 
at Wilkesbarte, 


Derailing of Coal Train and Mobbing 
of Non-Union Men Caused Mob- 
ilization of Troops-—Mitchell 
Not Bothered by the Pres- 
ence of the Troops. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 24.—In 
compliance with the request of Sheriff 
Jacobs and numerous citizens of Lu- 
zerne county, Governor Stone issued an 
order at noon today directing the Ninth 
regiment, national Guard, Pennsylvania, 
to mobilize at Wilkesbarre. The regi- 
ment has its headquarters here, and 
three hours after the order had been 
received Colonel C. B. Dougherty, the 
commanding officer, had the regiment, 
with the exception of the Hazleton 
companies, ready for the field. Th2 
regiment consists of twelve companies 
and has a membership of about - 750. 
There are quite a number of mine work- 
ers in the regiment, but all responded 
readily to the call. Colonel Dougherty 
says he does not apprehend any serious 
trouble. 


Mitchell Won’t Talk. 
President Mitchell refused -to make 
any comment on Sheriff Jacobs’ action 
in asking the governor for troops for 
the Wyoming region. He said the pres- 
ence of the militia would not interfere 
with any of his glans, which were to 
push the strike a successful issue. 
Some of the Mitchell leutenants think 
the sheriff acted frather hastily, and 
that the bringing of the troops here was 
for the purpose enabling the mine 
owners to operate] their collieries, but 
they would be df BSappointed, as the 
strikers are as det#rmined as ever.

David Richards, a fire boss, 
was shot in the leg, and David Harriss 
and John FP. Stroh were beuten on the 
head with clubs. Burke was also 
knocked down with a stone anm@ ren- 
dered unconscious. Coal and iron po- 
lice finally dispersed the mob. 
Magistrate Ehret, of West Pittston, 
issued warrants this afternoon @r 
twenty-five or th? ringleuders engaged in 
the riot. A crowd of 500 men and boys 
retused to allow nonunion. workmen to 
cross tbe Susquehanna river bridge at 
Nanticoke this morning.

TO ROOSEVELT 


‘President Has Reached Wash 
ington Afler a Comfortable Trip 
from Indianapolis, 


WHEEL CHAIR I$ USED 


TO CARRY PRESIDENT 


Leg Is Tightly Bandaged and the 
Physicians Do Not Look fora 
Recurrence of the Swell- 
ing—Speedy Recovery 
Is Anticipated. 


Washington, September 24.—Secretary 
Cortelyou, at 9 o'clock, made the follow- 
ing statement concerning President 
Roosevelt: 

“The president's physicians report that 
he stood the trip home very well, and 
it is believed that the local inflamma- 
tcry symptoms will subside in a week 
or ten days if the leg is kept absolutely 
at rest.”’ 

President Roosevelt returned to Wash: 
ington at half past 6 o'clock tonight 
via the Pennsylvania railroad from In- 
dianapolis, where he was compelled to 
abandon his northwestern trip because 
of an abscess on his leg which devel- 
oped as a result of the trolley accident 
at Pittsfield, Mass. He stood the jour 
ney from Indianapolis remarkably well, 
and when he was carried in a wheel chair 
from the railroad car to his carriage he 
was in excellent spirits and appeared toe 
be free from any pain. 

With Mrs. Roosevelt the president was 
driven directly to the temporary white 
house in Jackson place, where, accord: 
ing to the present arrangement, he will 
remain until the wound is healed and 
he is able to again be on his feet. The 
president was taken to his room on the 
second floor of the house and made 
ecmfortable and his wound dressed, 
Later he was reported to be resting 
easily, and the expectation is that m 


ten days the president will be himaelf 


again. ee 
Trip Uneventful. 

The trip home from Indianapolis was 
an uneventful one. He remained in 
bed all day and executive business. on 
the train pwactically was discontinued. 
letters or telegrams were writter 
oc received. A telegram was put on the 
train at Pittsburg from Mrs. Rooseveit 
stating that she had ieft Oyster Bay 
for Washington. The president slept 
suundly all through the night until 8 
o’clock this morning. Even the nolse 
in the depot at Pittsburg, where the 
train remained in the early morning for 
about twenty minutes, failed to awaken 
him. When Dr. Lung went to the 
president's state room shortly before 9 
o'clock he found his patient in rare 
good humor and excellent physical con- 
dition, barring the wound on his leg. 

The slight fever which the president 
had yesterday afternoon had disappeared 
and his temperature was normal. In 
fact, he felt so well that he told the 
doctor he would like to get up and go 
into the parlor of his car. Dr. 
strongly protested against this, telling 
the president that it was absolutely nec-

Mrs. Roosevelt, who 
had reached the city during the day 
from Oyster Bay, had been one of the 
earliest arrivals at the station. She was 
accompanied by Rear Admiral P. M.

Urie joined them before the train’s ar- 
rival. As soon as the train came to a 
stop Mrs. Roosevelt boarded it, fol- 
lowed by the cabinet officers and the 
others who had come to welcome the 
president home.

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Peoria, Ills., September 24.—Elihu Root, 
Secretary of war, was the speaker to- 
night at the meeting of the Illinois re- 
publican clubs, The Coliseum was 


packed to the doors, and time after time 
the secretary was vociferously applaud- 
ed. His address ‘was confined entirely 
to the récent troubles in the Philippines 
and Cuba, and not once during the 
evening did he mention the tariff or the 
trusts. 

In opening his address he paid a high 
compliment to the late William McKin- 
ley. He said in part: 

“The work of pacification and con- 
struction in Cuba has been completed. 
Military government there had faithful- 
ly given effect to the humane purposes 
of the American people. With sincere 
kindness our officers had helped the Cu- 
bans to take steps necessary to estab- 
lishment of their own constitutional 
government. 

“Of all the executive problems follow- 
ing in the train of the Spanish war the 
problem of the Philippines alone. re- 
mained. Success there had nt been 
aemonstrated, and it its stil] possible 
that the failure there might lead tha 
American people to withdraw power 
from republican hands.

Attacks on Administration. 

The secretary stated that in the early 
months in 1899, when the course of the 
United States toward the insurrection 
in the Philippings had been determined 
there was no difference of opinion be- 
tween the two parties as to the duty 
of the administration. Then he read a 
number of editorials from the pre&s 
throughout the country, both republican 
and democratic, showing that there was 
only one thing to do, and that was to 
conquer the forces of Aguinaldo.

The president was taken to.the 
second room from the front and made 
comfortable. Arrangements were made 
at once for dressing the presidents 
wound and for other attention neces- 
sary after his journey. Drs. Lung, 
Rixey and Ute remained with him some 
time efter Je was taken to his room 


and gave their personal attention to 
every detail. Dr. Lung, fhe regular 
white house physician, will have imme- 
diate charge of the president's case, and 
should it be deemed necessary will con- 
sult Dre.

Filipinos Result of Nego- 
tiations at Rome. 


MONEY FOR THE LANDS 
WILL GO TO THE CHURCH 


Proceeds Will Be Used for Catholic 
Organization in Islands—Priests 
Will Be Selected According 
to the Wishes of the 
Majority. 


Washington, September 24.—The bureau 
of insular affairs today turnished to the 
press copies of the speech made by Gov- 
ernor Taft on the occasion of the recep- 
tion tendered him when he arrived in the 
Philippine islands. In the course of the 
speech, Governor Taft said: 
“You can be very sure that it will be 
only a matter of a year or two before the 
American duty on Philippine products will 
be reduced to so small a figure as to 
make it practically free trade. Delays in 
congressional action on the tariff and 
postponement of the time for a popular 
assembly ‘are only the outgrowth of a 
conservatism due to a doybt on the part 
of many ag to real conditions in the is- 
lands, a doubt, | may say, which nothing 
will so quickly dispe] as a queit prosecu- 
tion of agriculture and other pursuits and 
an avoiding of useless political agitation 
for the next year. 

The Religious Question. 
‘The many questions requiring settle- 
ment between the Philippine government 
and the church led the president and sec- 
retary of war to direct me to visit Rome 
for a conference with ‘the pope, to see 
if a basis of settlement might not be 
reached. After an audience with the pope, 
the instructions were referred to a com- 
mittee of cardinals, and an answer was 
given me agreeing generally with all the 
purposes stated in the,instructions, which 
included, among other things, the pur- 
chase of the friars’ lands by the gov- 
ernment, 
“This answer proposed that further ne- 
g tiation be had between an apastolic 
f.elegate and myselt in Manila. With the 
hope of fiaving less to do in Manila and 
by authority of the secretary, 1 replied 
by suggesting to the pope the torm of 
a contract to be signex! in Rome, submit- 
ting the questiong at fssue to a tribunal 
of arbitration to consist of two members 
appointed by.the pope,,two by this gov; 
ernment and the fifth to be appointed Dy 
the viceroy of india. - 
‘The questions were:- First, the price 
to be paid for the friars’ lands; sec- 
ond; the price to be paid for the occupa- 
tion of parish churches and convents by 
American troops, and, third, the disposi- 
tion of educational and charitable trusts, 
including the San Jase college case. The 
contract included a covenant that the 
members of the four great religious or- 
ders, who were all Spaniards, should leave 
the islands in two years after the first 
payment was made for the lands, and 
that only secular. priests or non-Spanish 
members of the regular clergy should act 
as parish priests. : 
What Vatican Agreed To Sign. 
‘The vatican agreed to sign a contract, 
excepting the last covenant, which he de- 
clined to sign; first, because it related 
to the administration of religious mat- 
ters not the proper subject of a commer- 
cial contract; second, because, by signing 
such a covenant it would give just of- 
fense to Spain, whose subjects these friars 
were, and as such were entitled to re- 
main in the islandg under the treaty of 
Paris, and because the vatican did not 
wish to give countenance to what were 
regarded as the exaggerated charges 
against them. 
“Instead of this, however, the pope 
said, through Cardinal Rampolla, that he 
intended to reorganize the church in the 
islands, to recall the friars now in the 
islands from political intermeddling to the 
institutes of their order, to provide eec- 
clesiastical education to natives, so that 
the priesthood ultimately should be en- 
tirely native, and now to introduce priests 
of other nationality than Spanish, chiefly 
from the United States, into the islands.

BOERS $100,000 


New Yorker's Generous Contibu- 
lion to Destitute Burghers. 


Money Will Be Used for the Helief of 
the Widows and Orphans, and 
Will Be Disbursed by Gen- 
eral Botha — Phipps’ 

Letter. 


London, September 2%.—A dispatch 
from The Hague today confifms the re- 
-_port that the donor of the $100,000 sent 
to General Botha for the relief of des- 
titute Boers was Henry Phipps, of New 
York city. 

In notifying General Botha of the gift, 
Mr. Phipps wrote from Beaufort cas- 
tle, Scotland, September 20, that he and 
his family had followed the course of 
the war with anxious hearts and were 
eager for the sake of both sides that a 
jest ending might be made. 

“Now that the war is over,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Phipps, “it is a privilege, and 
I believe a duty, to do something to re- 
lieve the sufferings caused by the war. 
I feel that the best service I could ren- 
der would be to provide $100,000 for the 
relief of the Boer widows and young 
Orphans’ fund, to be disbursed by you 
and two others. My desire is that the 
temporary misery of the women and 
children should be relieved and at the 
same time I trust nothing will be done 
which could be justly described as un- 
friendly to Great Britain.” 

General Botha, in his 
Brussels, September 21, 
this ‘“‘most generous and 
gift,’’ adds: 

“I have not the slightest hesitation 
in giving you assurance’ that the money 
will be used solely and entirely philan- 
thropically, and that it will in no way 
be applied to do anything which could 
be justly described as unfriendly to 
Great Britain. Having laidgdown our 
arms, and carfied out loyally, as our 
late enemies admit, the terms to which 
We subscribed at Pretoria, we made 
peace in the fullest sense of the werd, 
and my only object now is to try to al- 
leviate as much as in my pcwer lies the 
misery in which my countrymen figd 
themselves after a war that has en- 
tirely ruined them.’’

Will Mathis, White, and Orlando Lester, a Negro, 


Executed at Oxford, Miss., for the Murder 
of Two Revenue Officers. 


Oxford, Miss., September 24.—From the 
tame scaffold, and in the presence of 7,000 
Spectators, Will Mathis, a white man, and 
Orlando Lester, a negro, were hanged 
here today for the murder of two deputy 
United States marshals. 

* The men ascended the scaffold without 
fear or hesitation. Lester confessed that 
he did the shooting, but said that Mathis 
told him to do it. Mathis, in a state- 
ment, admitted the truth of the negro's 
assertion. He said that he was ready to 
die, and had made his‘peace with God. 
The trap was sprung at 12:50 p. m., and 
at 1:04 o'clock the physicians pronounced 
the white man dead. Lester was pro- 
nounced dead half a minute later. The 
€éxecutions passed off in an orderly man- 
nef. 

History of Crime. 

On the 16th of last November Deputy 
United States Marshals John A. and Hugh 
Montgomery went out 15 miles east of 
Oxford to arrest Will Mathis upon the 
charge of illicit distilling. It was !earned 
that the officers arrived at Mathis’ aboui 
Sumdown, and, although it was Saturday, 
Maihis was engaged in killing a hog. 
He met the officers at his gate and they 
proceeded to read a writ to him and in- 
formed him that they woujd take him on 
‘0, Oxford that night. Mathis requested 
«hem to let him finish cleaning the hog, 
20 his wife would have something to eat 
while he was gone.

‘three days and nights, hunted by biood- 
‘ hounds and scores of armed men, Mathis 
| struggled to elude the officers but on 
| Thursday after the killing he surrendered 
| to his pursuers. The officers had already 
‘arrested Whit Owens, Orlando Lester. 
| Mrs, Mathis -and Bill and George Jack- 


gon, and placed them in the Oxford jail. 
When news was telephoned to Oxford 
‘that Mathis had surrendered a bonfire 
| was built in the square, the court house 
bell rung and great demonstrations made. 
The accomplices of Mathis, who were in 
jail, believed the enraged mob had caught 
Mathis and were burning him at a stake. 
The screams of the terrified wife were 
heartrending. When Mathis was brought 
in the next day he was given a prelimi- 
nary tria] before the coroner's jury and 
made a confession of his guilt, as did Or- 
janao Lester. Both afterwards retracted 
their confessions, stating that they toid 
just what they knew the people expected 
them to tell because they feared they 
would be mobbed if they denied their 
guilt or refused to talk. Mrs. Mathis, 
aiso, said that her first s@tement was 
false and wrung from her through fear.

He insists that he is 
entirely innocent and that he is suffering 
for others. He believes himself to be a 
hero and boasts of his deeds as a moon-

C., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A pack of bloodhounds was sent 
from th penitentiary to Newberry ! -day 
to run down George Caughman, a negro, 
who last night assassinated Edward 
Adams, a large farmer, by calling him to 
his door and shooting him down. 

This was the culmination of a series of 
lawless acts. Canughmniun teat 2. woman 
living on Adams’ plantation. The farm- 
er and some friends, it is said, went to 
Caughman’s house at night, took him out 
in the woods and tied and whipped him. 
In revenge for this, Caughman slew 
Adams. 

Fugitive Shoots Himself. 
At 11 o’clock tonight information was 


received from Newberry that Caughman 
had been caught by the dogs, and had 
shot himself fatally. 

Luther Dent Commits Suicide. 

Luther Dent, a young married man, 23 
years old, .iied xt his home near te cor- 
ner of Marion and Tobacco streets yes- 
terday afternoon, as th? result of lauda- 
num poisoning. Dent had been despondent 
for some time, and to end a life of trial 
and pain the young man drank a small 
bottle af :audanum, such as is ordinarily 
purchased at drug stores for 10 cents. 
He was found in his room severul hours 
atter taking the poison, but all efforts tu 
revive him were futile. 

For some time Mr. Dent nad heen in the 
employ of the Virginia Life Insurance 
Company. His wife was not at home at 
the time of his death, having been absent 
for several days on a visit to relatives in 
Lexington. 

Bystander Is Killed.

in late years in having Gibson removed 
from the Grand Army of the Republic, 
charging that his aileged war record 
could not be substantiated. 

Colonel Hannah is a soldier candidate, 
having served most efficiently in the 
Spanish-American war as the lieutenant 
eolonel of the Fourth Tennessee, which 
Saw service in Cuba. Hundreds of these 
Fourth Tennessee veterans are voters in 
the second congressional district, and 
that they will vote for Hannah there is 
no doubt, be they republicans or demo- 
crats. Colonel Hannah, in, his address to- 
day, boldly attacked Judge Gibson's .war 
record. He likewise assailed his record 
as a congressman at Washington, charg- 
ing that he had fatled to get as much for 


this district 4s might have been accom- 


plished. 


Judge Gibson’s speech was in the nature 
of a review of what he has done for the 
district during the past eight vears he 
has represented it, and of what he in- 
tends to do if he is reélected.

Negro Rights North and South. 

The right to live ts greater than the 
right to vote. At least it is so every 
where except in Pennsylvania and I)- 
linois. And we infer the excepttons 
from the press dispatches we printed 
yesterday from those states. 

In Pennsylvania a coal company em- 
ployed a corps of negro miners from 
the south to operate a mine that had 
been abandoned by striking white 
miners. It does not matter why the 
white miners struck and refused to go 
back into the mines. That is a matter 
between themselves and the operators. 
The essential fact is that a large num- 
ber of colored miners who were hired 
to dig coal have been menaced and 
pursued by mobs until the military 
forces of the state have had to be 
called out to maintain the peace and 
protect the negro workmen with Gat- 
ling guns and bayonets. As a result 
they are to be discharged and sent 
away from the district and so deprived 
of the natural and American right to 
undertake the work ready to their 
hands and enjoy the fruits of their 
honest labor. 

And this happens in the great repub- 
lican state of Pennsylvania, where the 
negro is so strenuously beloved and 
where the air reeks with denuncia- 
tions of the southern people for refus 
ing to extend to the ignorant among 
them the privileges of the ballot. In 
the eyes of the Pennsylvania republl- 
can every negro should cast his ballot 
freely, provided he casts it for the 
republican party. Thousands of negro

But when it comes to his right to 
work, the republican brethren are not 
so prognathous and _. philanthropic.

Gov- 
ernor Yates has ordered a company 
of state troops to be quartered In the 
town for the winter to try and pre- 
serve order and keep the remaining 
negroes from slaughter. And that its 
all blandly reported from the great re- 
publican state of Illinois! 

Surely the negro will one of these 
days get his eyes open to the duplicity 
of the party that has so long ridden 
him for its profit! These recurring 
incidents of the unwelcomeness of the 
negro tn the north and of the deter 
mination that he shall not become a 
factor of its industrial system must 
eventually warn the leaders of the 
race that northern republicanism is a 
snare and delusion to their hopes of 
finding better things north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line than south of it. 

Here in the south no instance occurs 
of the necessity for the calling out of 
state troops to protect negroes who 
want to do honest work and earn a 
decent living.

HEARTY RECEPTION FOR 
COLONEL JOHN 8, GOODWIK 


Harry L. Schlesinger Aroused the 
Enthusiasm of Audience by 
Pulling Off His Coat—He 
Saluted Captain Howell 
as the Next Mayor.

In spite of_the inclement weather a 
large and enthusiastic crowd attended the 
meeting in the fifth ward in the interest 
of the candidacy of Captain Evan P. 
Howell last night. All the chairs and 
benches in Cleveland’s hall—where the 
meeting was held—were occupied, while 
& number of persons stood fn the rear of 
the room or sat fn the windows along the 
sides of the hall, for want of seats. 

Those who spoke were Captain Howell, 
Colonel John B. Goodwin, Harry h. 
Schlesinger, Madison Bel] and Sam W. 
Small. Colone} Goodwin, who has just re- 
turned from the meeting of Odd Fellows 
at Des Moines, where he was honored by 
Mbeing elected grand sire, was given a 
veritable ovation. He declared that Cap- 
tain Howell was the only logical candi- 
date for the mayoralty and that the part 
ke had taken fn the upbuilding of the city 
compelled the admiration and gratitude 
of the people. 

While speaking Mr. Schlesinger created 
a furore by pulling off his coat, declaring 
at the same time that that was the way 
he intended working for Captain Howell’s 
election. He polled the meeting and fre- 
celved an emphatic response favorable to 
Captain Howell. Amtd much applause 
and cheers he saluted Captain Howell as 
the next chief executive of Atlanta. All 
of the speakers had something interesting 
to say and they were warmly received 
and , wwpPlauded. 

Dr. Stephens Presided. 

Dr, L. P. Stephens was elected chair- 
man of the meeting, while D. N. McCul- 
lough was elected Secretary. The meet- 
ing, said Dr. Stemhens, was held for the 
purpose of hearing from the next mayor 
of Atlanta and he introduced Captain 
Howell amtd cheers. Captain Howel] said 
lt was the duty of every candidate to zg 
before the people he expected to vote for 
him and tell them what ,he stood for and 
what he favored. He said the records of 
men could be consulted at any time and 
the people wanted to know what candi- 
dates proposed doing when elected. 

“One of my opponents has charged in a 
public speech,”’ sata he, “that'I am going 
to spend a large amount of money in my 
campaign. Well, I’m not. I haven't got 
it in the first place, and if I did have it 
I couldn't use it in my election and then 
take the oath of office. When a man {s 
elected he is required to swear that he 
has not used money to secure the office, 
and I don’t propose to swear a lie. 
(Cheers.) I'l] never buy a vote if I have 
to get office that way. (Applause.) I am 
going to pay my legitimate expenses, and 
that fs all.”” (Cheers.) 

He said he had heard that one of his 
opponents had already promised promo- 
tion to two members of the police force 
in the seventh ward in the event of elec- 
tion. One of these men, he said, he under- 
stood was told he would be made chief of 
police, 

Mr. Howell] said it was not right that a 
police commissioner should be privileged 
to get his boy out of the police barrack§s 
without bond or bail when he had done 
wrong. 

“If I am elected,”’ declared Captain 
Howell, “every man that gets tnto trouble 
must give tRe necessary bond if he gets 
out before a trial. If he !s deserving and 
I know he is being persecuted instead of 
prosecuted, I'll go on his bond myself, as 
I have done in many a case _ before. 
(Cheers.) J believe in treating all men 
alike, be they poor or rich. (Applause.) 
Any man who uses his office to make 
flesh of one and fish of another ts not fit 
for the office. 

Should Work for City. 

“I know of a policeman and detectives 
going about this ward serving a police 
commissioner and not the city. They are 
working for a candidate for mayor at the 
dictate of a police commissioner. I know 
his name and he won't stay there long. 
(Cheers.) They have enough to do to 
protect this city and its people without 
working for candidates while they are 
being paid out of the treasury of Atlan- 
ta. It isn’t right. I am not making an 
attack on the police department, for there 
ard good men and officers fn it, but some 
men are not doing right. Before this 
campaign is over I'll show up a combi- 
nation arranged to put a ring on this 
town that will be a disgrace to the 
city.” 

He went on to say that some time ago 
the Young Men’s Business League took 
up the question of securing a national 
park for Atlanta and that the members 
came to him and asked him to go to 
Washington to urge the matter before 
the proper authorities. He said he had 
always endeavored to answer the call of 
his friends and he went. Accordingly, 
he conferred with men at the national 
capital and had been assured by the sec- 
retary of war that the park bill would 
be passed. He declared that the bill it- 
self refuted the charge that he aspired 
to be one of the commissioners because 
he could not get the office under the 
conditions of the measure. 

Mr. Howell said he was in favor of help- 
fing every ward in the city according to 
what each deserved. He referred to need- 
ed sewer work and other improvements, 
saying a moderate bond issue would 
bring about the desired results. A bond 
issue such as ne suggested, he said, would 
not add more than 10 cents to the taxes 
of each man in the city’ and that those 
who came after would see that the bonds 
were taken up as they matured. -To in- 
crease the tax rate, he asserted, would 
run people away from Atlanta and pre- 
yent homeseekers coming here:

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phalt paving the same as other thor- 
oughfares in town. (Cheers.) The peo- 
ple who are paying the taxes should be 
given proper water facilities and if you 
increase the system you add to the rev- 
enues and can pay for the improvements.” 

He stated he had never been in favor 
of low wages; he always had held that 
the workingman was worthy of his hire. 
“I believe,” said he, “in living and help- 
ing others to live. When a man springs 
the old adage of ‘live and let live’ he’s 
fixing to cheat you.” (Cheers.) He 
thought that when a man had grown old 
in the service of a corporation he should 
bé provided for. Speaking of. ‘his own 
experience he said he had always. kept 
that point in mind and had never turned 
his back on any man who had served him 
faithfully. He said the. records of all 
the candidates were before the people 
and it was for the voters to express their 
preference. If elected, he declard, he 
would use his best endeavors to encourage 
capital to come here, invest and establish 
concerns that would provide good wages 
for many people. 

Ovation to Goodwin. 

Captain Howell’s speech was received 
with enthustfastic approval, and when 
Colone} John B. Goodwin answered to 
the call for a speech his appearance on 
the stand was the signal for another out- 
burst of applause. Colonel Goodwin said 
that since his return from tne west he 
had made it a. point to find out how 
‘the candidacy of his old-time friend, 
Captain Howell, was getting along and 
had received most gratifying freports. 
(Cheers.) He declared that a city of 
the importance of Atlanta demanded the 
best services of the best citizéns that 
could be obtained, and, knowing Cap- 
tain Howell as a great factor in the up- 
building of the city, he thought, if such 
was possible, he should have had no op- 
position. (Applause.) 

“But,” continued Colonel Goodwin, ‘‘as 
that Is not the case, and other candidates 
are in the field, it is. purely a question. 
of selection. You should select a man 
who, in your judgment, is best fitted to 
stand, not so much before the people of 
Atlanta, but before the world as tne 
thief executive of this, the fairest city 
of our southland.’’. (Cheers.)

It was -whispered that the carnival 
company had become very § indignant 
Over the fact that the council had held 
@ special meeting to discuss the advis- 
ability of closing down the show, and 
had themselves held an _ indignation 
meeting and were threatening to leave 
the town of their own volition. 

There was another rumor, which was 
being circulated out in *he western part 
of the city, that the show had closed 
down because the managers had heard 
that the members of the council were 
roing to inspect all the shows, and the 
management did not want the esthetic 
tastes of these gentlemen tested. No 
foundation could be found anywhere for 
this rumor. 

A report was said to have been circu- 
lated out Peachtree street to the effect 


that Carrie .Nation had hit the town, 
and had with her wicked hatchet 
strewn tents and tent cords up ani 
down the entire length of Marietta and 
Decatur streets. 

There was much §istress over ‘the 
closing of the shows, and consequently 
many citizens constituted themselves as 
a self-appointed committee to investt- 
gate and discover if possible the cause 
for the closed tent doors. 

The committee finally called in the as- 
Sistance of a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion, who after a few minutes investiga- 
tion reported that Captain Jennings of 
the police force had ordered all the 
shows to be close§ till after the prayer 
rreetings at the different churches should 
be dismissed. 

Again in Full Blast. 

When the clock at the court house 
struck the hour’ of 9 everything was 
in readiness, the spielers had sufficiently 
whetted their voices, the dancers had 
applied an abundant supply of lubricat- 
Ing ofl, the crowds were impatiently 
waiting before the ticket sellers, and 
with a mighty rush the fun was on. 

Soon after the opening of the shows 
four mild mannered men were seen to be 
quietly working their way through the 
crowd up to the tent wherein was dis- 
played the eruption of Mont Pelee. 

They were noticed to have a critical 
air about them, and seemed to be on an 
inspection tour. Some one asked wh») 
they were and a reply from a bystander, 
who seemed to be taking in all that was 
passing, was to the effect that those 
men were fcur members of the city 
countil. 

After they had gong the rofeds of the 
different shows Alderman Longino, 
Councilman Key, Cauncilman Winn and 
Councilman Hill were asked how they 
enjoyed the fair. It seemed to be the 
unanimous opinion that of the shows 
they had seen none were what could be 
termed indecent or grossly immoral. All 
agreed that the “Old Plantation’’ was 
really good, and one was ®verheard 
to say that he intenfed to see it again. 
It was also agreed that the Mont Pelee 
eruption was something that would be 
instructive to the school children. 

There was a2 smaller crowd on the 
streets than on the two previous nights. 
No arrests were made oa account of dis- 
turbances at the scene of the fair. 

Chief Ball says he does not anticipats 
any further troutle unless it comes Sat- 
urday night, and says that he will be 
prepared for any disturbance that may 
come that night.

COUNCIL FAILS 
TO STOP FAIR 


Puts an End to the Game 
of Chance Fea- 
tures. 


COUNCIL MEMBERS 
ARE TO INVESTIGATE 


Messrs. Longino, Key and Winn 
‘Will Pass Upon the Moral Tone 
of the Exhibitions Being 
Made at the Elks’ 
Carnival. 


Council yesterday afternoon failed to 
stop the Elks’ street carnival. The 
meeting was heki as a result of a gpecial 
call issued by the mayor, who desired 
that the/city fathers consider the advisa- 
bility of putting an end to the fair, which 
has been in progress on Marietta street 
since Monday. 

The only action taken by council was 
the adoption of a resolution discontinuing 
the shooting gallery and ring-throwing 
features, while a committee of three, con- 
sfsting’ of Alderman Longino. Councilman 
Key and Councilman Winn, was appoint- 
ed to make an investigation with the 
chief of police to ascertain if there were 
any immoral exhibftions at the fair. This 
committee is authorized to have all such 
stopped instanter. The Order of Elks was 
required to hire as many extra policemen 
as might be necessary to prevent disor- 
der, the salaries of these men to be 
paid by the organization. 

The manager of the concern agreed that 
he would close those shows in the vicini- 
ty of the Presbyterian church last night 
which might interfere with the prayer 
meeting held at the church. 

This, in brief, was what council accom- 
plished at the meeting. Several resolu- 
tions were introduced, a number of 
speeches were made and representatives 
of the Elks’ order were. heard from. 
Mayor Mims opened the meeting and AIl- 
derman Welch was elected to preside in 
the absence of the « mayor pro tem, 
When the mayor's call for the meeting 
Was read Cguncilman Hill declared he 
thought it would be manifestly unfair 
to the Elks to revoke the permit which 
had been granted in good faith and so ac- 
cepted. He said he had not visited the 
carnival, but had been assured it was not 
immoral. He moved that council adjourn, 
but the motion was defeatem 

Wanted To Remit Fines. 

Alderman Welch introduced a resolu- 
tion providing that the permit be with- 
drawn and that the carnival people be 
given twenty-four hours in which to re- 
move their tents and booths from the 
street. Alderman Longino also introduced 
a resolution stipulating that, as the per- 
mit of the council had made disorder 
possible, the mayor, upon recommenda- 
tion of the recorder, be requested to remit 
all fines imposed in cases of this charac- 
ter. The Welch resolution was defeated 
by the adoption of a substitute, and no 
action was taken on the resolution by Dr. 
Longino. 

Councilman Beck characterized the fair 
as a public disgrace to the city. He 
said it was of a peculiarly disgusting na- 
ture and would not be tolerated in other 
cities. Mayor Mims explained that he had 
called the meeting because of the number 
of complaints received regarding the fair 
and the character of the shows. He 
said if he had known what kind of exhibi- 
tion it was to be he would never have 
signed the permit. ! 

Attorney Walter Visanska, who said 
he was a member of the order, declared 
the shows were not immoral, that the 
booths had been erected at places as- 
signed by the chief of police, and that 
the order of Elks nor the carnival] peo- 
ple were responsible for the disorder 
which may have occurred. He saia the 
snake-eating act might he repulsive to 
some people, but it could not be called 
immoral. 

The dafices, he said, were no more {m- 
moral than those to be seen any night 
at any of the local theaters. He desired 
to Know if council was going to put the 
Elks in the attitude of breaking their 
contract with the fair company. 

Colonel T. B. Felder stated he had long 
been a member of the local lodge of 
Elks, and he felt it an honor to be con- 
nected with the organization, ‘despite 
the statements of a distinguished min- 
ister who said recently he would rather 
his son was in the Georgia penitentiary 
than a member of the Elks lodge.” 

“All I want to say,” sald Mr. Felder, 
‘fs that it appears the average son of 
the average minister would come nearer 
gracing the penitentiary than the Elks.”’ 

Indorsed by Educator. 

He thought council should have known 
what sort of show was to be given before 
the permit was granted and he believed 
the attacks of what he termed ‘‘the long- 
haired clergy that had acquired virtue 
through decay’’ should not be taken too 
seriously. When the show was at Mil- 
ledgeville he said, Dr. Chappell took 
the young ladies of the normal school 
to the show and gave the management 
a testimonial stating the exhibition in 
its entiety was perfectly moral. 

“If you revoke this permit,”” he as- 
eerted ‘‘vou make the members of the 
Elks lodge responsible to the carnival 
company for any damages that may ac- 
crue.”’ 

Councilman Key said he did not know 
what sort of show was to be given when 
he introduced the resolution in council 
which secured the permit for the fair. 
If he had been a member of the Elks 
lodge, he said, he was sure he would 
not have favore® the character of show 
this evidently was. While it might not 
be immoral in itself, said he, yet it had 
a tendency toward immorality, and he 
cited the number of young men who had 
been carted off to the station house 
nightly since the carnival began. 

Councilman Kontz thought jit would 
be a good idea to allow the Elks to 
provide extra police protection, and he 
urged that the shooting gallery and ring 
casting shows be stopped. Councilman 
Winn introduced a resolution covering 
the matter, stipulating that a private 
policeman be stationed in front of every

WOODWARD SPOKE 
N FOURTH WARD 


Meeling Held at Cecatur Street 
and Boulevard Last Night 


Alderman Paid His Respects to Other 
Candidates, but Devoted Greater 
Part of His Time to a Dis- 
cussion of His Own 
Official Acts.

Alderman J. G. Woodward spoke to a 
g00d crowd of voters in a vacant store 
at the corner of Boulevard and Decatur 
Street last night. 

He confined his remarks chiefly to his 
own record in office, claiming that his 
services to the city have been such as to 
demand recognition. 

He paid his respects to the other two 
candidates, stating that neither can af- 
ford “to throw any rocks at his glass 
nouse,’’ so far as personal matters are 
concerned, and that the official records 
are all the proof he needs of his ser- 
vices to the city. 

He said in part: 

“It is a pleasure to see so many out on 
a night so inclement. 

“I am in this race. It is true I have not 
resigned. I am carrying out the duties of 
the office to which I was elected. 

“As to eligibility, I took this matter up 
with the city attorney and have taken 
no further interest in it. 

“I shall run no mud slinging cam- 
paign. I think each man should run on 
his record. 

“As to records, neither of my opponents 
has any bouquets to throw at me, Their 
records are known as well as mine. 

“One of my opponents has accused me 
of being egotistic, Unfortunately he has 
none. I have been active in council and 
in every office to which I have been elect- 
ed. One of my opponents has been an 
alderman for three years. If he has done 
anything I don’t know it. May be that 
is the reason he has no egotism. 

“As to the other, I know of nothing he 
has done for the city unless it was when 
he resigned. 

“I introduced the measure which re- 
sulted in the construction of the Grant 
street bridge. I started the movement for 
electric lights. I inaugurated the move- 
ment for building the present staton 
house. 

“When I was chairman of the street 
committee there was only one brick 
yard here. On request I readvertised the 
bids, which brought a new brick yard to 
Atlanta—one worked by free labor: 

“I was. instrumental in moving the 
water works from Lakewood to the pres- 
ent site. I introduced a resolution that 
ail this work should be done by free la- 
bor. All this is on record. 

“Some time later I started a measure 
to open Alabama street. This ended in a 
compromise when the railroads paid half 
of the cost of the Mitchell street viaduct. 

“Coming to a later date. When I was 
mayor it was a stormy period. The people 
of Atlanta do not know what I went 
through. 

“I tried to keep the two. street railway 
companies apart, and did do it for a year 
and a half. Had the matter been properly 
managed they could have been kept apart 
until today. 

“Through the neW street railway com- 
pany 1 had the Whitehall viaduct built. 
This belongs to the city and any other

FROM PRISON CELL BEASON 
GOESTO FACE ANOTHERJURY| 


J AVING just served an eight-year 
sentence for forgery in the Mary- 
land state prison at Baltimore, 

Robert Beason will in a few days face a 
jury to be tried for the samé offense at 
Fort Valley, Ga. 

Sheriff M. L. Cooper, of Houston coun- 
ty, arrived in the city yesterday from 
Baltimore with his prisoner, and had 
him placed behind the bars at the police 
Station tast night. He wil] leave with 
him today for Fort Valley. 

Robert Beason, alias Frank Smith, 
alias C. A. Smith, alias Jim Smith and 
& few other “aliases” of the Smith per- 
Suasion, it is said, has had a checkered 
Career. He is reported to be a shrewd 
crook and one whom the bank cashiers 
feared. Besides being wanted for forgery, 
it is claimed that he is also charged 
with embezzling about $40,000. 

In the early part of 1894 it is alleged 
that he forged checks on the Fort Valley 
banks to the amount of $900. During the 
Same year he was charged with forging 
checks on some one of the Baltimore 
banks to the amount of $1,500. For near- 
ly a year he was a fugitive from justice, 
being sought after by the authorities of 
both towns. 

He was finally captured at Orlando, 
Fla., but before the Fort Valley authort- 
ties could get possession of him the 
Marylanders had secured him, and in a 
short time had him aafely behind the 
bars in that state. 

The Fort Valley authorities: hag not 
forgotten, however, for they had taken 
all necessary precautions, and as soon 
as his sentence was served in Baltimore 
Sheriff Cooper was upon the scene and 
took him in charge when he walked out 
of the Maryland prison. 

Beason’s surprise was so complete 
when he found that he had really done 
little else than walk out of the Maryland

The new Soldiers’ Home building was 
formally opened yesterday morning with 
exercises peculiarly appropriate to the 
occasion. 

A large crowd was present, including 
the inmates of the home, Confederate 
Veterans of different camps, members of 
the Ladies’ Memorial Association, 
Daughters of the Confederacy and other 
auxiliary organizations. The badges of 
Camp Walker, Camp Atlanta and Camp 
A of Wheeler's cavalry were prominent. 

Many of the veterans, in addition to 
those occupying the home, wore their 
uniforms of gray, which appeared very 
natural under the floating confederate 
flags. Here and there the empty coat 
sleeve and the peg leg were seen, strong 
reminders of the real cruelty of war. 

Colonel W. Lowndes Calhoun, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
home, presided. , 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Dr. A. R. Holderby. 

President Calhoun then welcomed 


into the Georgia penitentiary that he 
could but gasp: ‘“‘What will the end of 
me be?’ He aad, he said, been looking 
forward to the time when he would 
be a free man, and when he gained his 
liberty Tuesday only to be confronted 
by his old friend, Sheriff Cooper, and 
to be told that his liberty was to be @ 
period of short duration, he was dumb- 
founded. 

“You cannot imagine how a_ fellow 
feels under such circumstances,” said 
Beason. “I walked out of the Maryland 
prison Tuesday morning with my hopes 
high, in the very best of spirits, and 
feeling that I had one more chance to 
be a free man and a worthy citizen. Im- 
agine, if you can, the awful revulsion 
that came over me when I was met at the 
door by Sheriff Cooper and was told 
that I was wanted in Fort Valley for 
the same offense for which I was sent 
up in Baltimore. My spirits sank within 
me, for I felt that my last chance had 
slipped from under me. 

“I do not know what the end of it all 
will be. I'll be carried back to Fort 
Valley. and if eonvicted will doubtless 
have to serve another term of. eight or 
ten years, and then—well, then I'll be too 
old to be of any account to any one. 
Verily, verily, my son, the way of a 
tpansgressor is hard.”’ 

He tur@ed his face away from the re- 
porter, and, -leaning against the iron 
grating of the door, wept bitterly for a 
few minutes. 

“Yes, I had the best chance that ever

Session Begins with More 
Than Five Hundred 
Applicants, 


MANY FROM OTHER STATES | 
ASKING FOR ADMISSION 


A Most Successful Year Is Expected 
by President Lyman Hall—Pre- 
liminary Examinations for 
Entrance Will Be Held 

| All This Week. 


The session of the Technological school 
was formally vexgun yesierday with tne 
largest attendance in the ais.ory ui Lilie 
suiscitution. it is eStumated tnat over five 
hunared students wi register this fail, 
aud that tne totai number of Matriculates 
Ior the year wili exceed six hundred. 

ashe appircants are ovusy with entrance 
examinations now, and tne real work of 
tné term will not be vegun belore Mon- 
day. 

rresident Hall stated that he was grati- 
fied at the very successful beginning, 
and that he expected the session of 1902-U3 
to be a record breaker in every way. 

Of the five hundred applicants for ad- 
mission a remarkably large number are 
from other states. Several prospective 
students have arrived from Massacnu- 
setts, New York, Indiana and Kentucky. 
Four men from Texas, five from Missis- 
twelve from South Carolina, ten 
from Chattanooga, in addition to others 
from Tennessee, and big delegations from 
Alabama and Florida, will stand the pre- 
liminary examination, and Virginia and 
North Carolina will have representatives. 


The capacity of the dormitories has been | 


far exceeded, and over two hundred will 
be forced to board in the city. 
From Various States. 


The fame of the school is attested bv 
the number of men coming from other 
States in which technical schools are 
located. There are applicants who reside 
almost in the shadow of Clemson, Auburn, 
Virginia Polytechnic, Texas Polytechnic 
and the University of Tennessee. 

The courses in mechanical engineering 
will be unusually thorough this year on 
account of the installation of the new 
equipment. The work of placing and 
regulating the machinery will all be done 
by the advanced students in this depart- 
ment. 

There will be a marked increase in the 
textile school. 

In athletics and physical training the 
work has been actively begun. Coach 
Andree, of the football team, has had 
the squad in training since Monday, and 
Captain Young expects a successful sea- 
son. The Technological school has the 
most complete gymnasium and course of 
physical culture of any college in the 
south, and the compulsory work under 
scientific supervision will be started im- 
mediately. 

The growth of the school has been re- 
markable. When Captain Lyman Hall 
accepted the presidency of the institution 
in. 1896 there were only eighty students 
enrolled, and the equipment was meager. 
Now the Tech is unquestionably the lead- 
ine technical college south of Cornell. 
with thirty-five instructors and five hun- 
dred students.

From VaHeus States, 
Professor R. R..'Wright, president of 
the Georgia State Industrial college, 
spoke last night to a large audience of 
colored people at Big Bethel church tn 
the interest of the state school. He 
gave an account of the class of work 
which fs being done at that school along 


the Ife of industfHal ana library teach- 


ing. The students bare tanght earpentry, 
wheelwrighty, blacksmithing, painting 
bricklaying,® ete. ‘Those who wish to 
teach are given a good Hterary educa- 
tion, such as fits them for teaching in 
the public dystem of the state. This 
is the only state sehool for the higher 
education of the negroes of Georgia, 
and they are very ‘proud of the school. 

The principal was in Atlanta to give 
an accqunt of the work being. done by 
the state for negro education. 

The school has had under {ts instruc- 
tion sinee its organization more than a 
thousand students. Its enrollment last 
year was near 700. It has ten or twelve 
buildings and eighty-six acres of land.
